Dear Sir.—You will notice thar 
Governor Ford in his message to the 
honorable Senate, and House of Re- 
preseatatives, touching the late cir- 
cumstances, that resulted in the death 
obGenerals Joseph and Hyrum Smith 
at Carthage, that he observes, “that 
the Common council,” of your city. 
“possessing legislative authority on- 
ly;” sat in judgment under pretence. 
asa court before whom “a very cu-, 
rious trial was had, which resulted 
in a judgment of that body, that the 
press,” (in question) “was a public 
nuisance, and ought to be abated, and 
ordered the Mayor to see it done; 
thereby violated the law, in assuming 
the exercise of judicial powers,” that 
the “mayor,” in meking his wrrant 
to the city marshall to that effect. 
“violated the law in orderiag this er- 
roneous and abused judgment to be 
executed;” that upon their arrest fq: 
riot, the “municipal court erred in 
discharging them,” from arrest, ona 
writ of Habeas Corpus: “that the 
whole proceedings of thé mayor, the 
common council, and municipal court, 
were exparte, irregular and illegal, 
und not to be endured in a free coun- 
try.” Now sir, ifthese facts are 
perfectly true, and authentic, ashe 
has asserted; equally so it is, that 
those authorities have subjected them- 
selves, to séme judicial investigaton. 

This lesson however, presented, as 
it has been, hy the Executive, to the 
Legislative department of state, may 
be anenducement to profit, by the 
erroneous ensample, and not fall into 
the same orasimilarerror. indeed. 
it could be shown, that the Common 
council, were irregular in the act of 
declaring, by ordinances, what shal! 
be a nuisance, and removing the same, | 
according to the delegated power 
granted them; and if the municipal 
court, who had power conferred by 
the charter, to issue writs of Habeas 
Corpus, in all cases arising under the 
Ordinances of the city; and as he 
further asserts, an ordinance did ex- 
igt to that effect within the city, if 
they did finally err, in the discharge 
from arrest for riot. Query whether 
that act of legislation, and discharge 
of the court, would not remain in 
force, until some superior court,

the matter, and pronounce them void, 
in a manner, and form that could be 
endured ina free country. And fur- 
Ker could that responsibility be con- 
s‘itutionally assumed by any Leyisla- 
tive or Executive body of the st:te, 
without subjecting thein to the same 
searching inquiry. 

And last, if not least, is the solution 
of this question at an end, or is it yet 
to be solved by:some Judge of a 
court of competent jurisdiction, t> re- 
view the acts of pretended legislation, 
as well as that of an executive func- 
tionary? 

If any Legal gentleman will have 
the politeness to answer or solve the 
above queries; with tact, and taste. 
to be tolerated and endured by free 
men, in aland of freedom, and relig- 
tous liberty, they will doubtless con 
fer a favor upon an humble citizen 
of lowa, im the exercise of the free- 
dom of speech and of the press.

Revival of the African Slare Trade by 
Great Britain. —A cargo of native A‘ri- 
cans. number.ng one hundred and seven~ 
ty eight souls, having arrived at Port of 
Spain in a British vessel from S.erra 
Leone, and are apprenticed out to the 
Planters. ‘This is « renewal of the Afri- 
can Slave Trade by the British Govern- 
ment, under the specious nams of ‘Afri- 
cif Immigration.’ Delegations from the 
principal West India Is!ancs are at Siei ra 
Leone, buying the privilege of transport - 
ing these Africans tothe British Islan's. 
‘Emigrant’ vess~is alias slave ships, from 
lama ci and Birbadoes, have been very 
successful in ovtaining cargoes. The 
M.ssionaries of the Eoylisn Pro‘estant 
Church, as well asthe Wesleyan Metho- 
dist Ministsrs at Sierra Leone have very 
decidedly opposed this revival of the 
Stave Trade, and are exerting their influ- 
ence agrinst it.

the human family goes so that 
bet e@n their feara and their ignorance 
| becomes a most difficult matier to get 
them to view the question of immigration 
in its proper light ; black deiegates, it is 
evident, are the only parties suited for 
commun.cating with this class; and 
even they find considerable opposition on 
the part of the employers of these people, 
who are stated not only to ‘follow them 
with menaces to the office of the emigrant 
agent, but to try ond force them away 
from on board the vessel in which they 
had token passage. Oa the whole, a« 
regards these two principal claseca of 
Sierra Leone inhabitants, it is very difi-

LIEUTENANT FREMONT’S EXPE. 
DITION TO OREGON AND CALI 
FORNIA. 

The recent expedition of Lt. Premonl, 
under the direction of the War Depart- 
,ment, is one of the most daring and 
\fomantic among the achievements of 
\modern travellers. It was oat merely 
san expedition to Oregon, but it was the 
crossing of the. greet North Amecican 
Andes, in the midst of wiater—a feat far 
exceeding the p»esage of the Alps, by the 
ancient or modern warriors, 

In the annual report of the Topographi 
.c1l Department there is a brief sketch of 
this jurney. It has none of its romance. 
j buat contairs an outline of whit was done, 

which may be enough to exc.te pn inter- 
est inthe narrative, which we hope L:. 
Fremont will hereafter give the public. 

This officer left Westport, Missouri, on 
the Ist of June, 1843. His route from 
there was first to the mouth of the Kan- 
zs; thence up that stream to the Repub 
‘lican Fork, which was pursued to Long's 
|Peak. This, with two other lofty sum» 
j mits, are spurs or shoots from the gigan- 
uc range of the Rocky Mountains 
_Long’s vek is calied from Col. Long. 
‘wow of the United States Topographica’ 
|Corps, uho was at the head of the most 
important and advantageous exploring 
expedition which has visited that country 
since the day of Lewis end Clark. This 
peak is erroneously stated in the Topo- 
graphical report, and erroneously printed 
in the maps, at 12500 feet in height 
lis real height is 15,000 feet. Thie we 
have from Col. Long himself, who sur- 
iveyed it. ‘The head of this peak, with 
‘those of its giant peighbors, rises above 
thé region of perpetual snow, and their 
frozen brows defy the melting rays of 
he warmest sun. Here Lt. Fremont ar- 
rived on the 4th of July. On the 14th 
he was at the Arkansas river, at the 
mouth of Fontaiae qui bout. He crossed 
the mountains at the South-West Pass, 
and descended into the va'ley of the Mex 
ican Colorado. This is one of the most 
remarkable spots on earth. Here, at an 
angle formed by the line Re 
from the United States, and the head wa- 
ters of the Arkansas, in the miast of the 
northern Andes, are the fountain springs 
and branches of some of the greatest riv- 
ers in the world. Not far from each oth- 
er. are the head waters of the Yellow 
Stone, which flows into the far-rolling 
Missouri; the Arkansds, which joing the 
mighty Mississippi; Lewis’ river, flowing 
into the Columbia, and the Colora4o of 
Mexico. rolling its waters into the South. 
ern Pacific! With barren plains on one 
side, vast ranges of mountains on the oth 
er, and frozen surrim:ta above, the trare!- 
er here contemipl ites the geozraphical 
kev of the North American continent. 
On the 31 of September, Licotenrnt 
Fremont reached the great S.lt Lake of 
Norther Mexico, and dpent a week in 
surveying it- On thé 18th of September 
he tedched Port Hull; aad on the 26:h of 
October; Fort NeézFerces. On thé 4th

"bout the 43 of north latitdde, and 
42 deg. of west longitude from Woshing 

ton. This was.a région of great discov- 
ery ond extraordinary interest. His 
auimalg were, however; entire'y worn 
down, aod there was no prospect of get- 
ag exst. He then determined to cross 
the Sierra Merida, or great Califernian 
mevntains, which iay between him and 
the Biv of San Francisco. He did; and 
the cold month of February was con- 
sumed in crossing the énows of these lofty 
mountains. These ¢nows were fiom five 
to twenty feet deep! Kurly in Moreh he 
descen‘ed from icy regions to the perpet- 
ual spring of the Valley of the Sacramen- 
io. By the Mexicons he was received 
and treated with greet hospitality. At the 
end of March pe proceeded up the valley 

of the Joaquim river, re-crossing the 
Sigrra ot a vory beautiful pass to the 
soat lr. On the 21st of April last, he took 

the Spanish rond.from Peublos de los 
Angelos to Santa Fe. Arrived again at 

the Colorado. he proceeded north-east, 

oaseed the Euta Lake, and encamped at 

Brown's Hole, June Sth, 1841. Cross ng 
at Culorado, he again parsed the Rocky 

Mountains, end proc to the north 

fork of the Nebraska. On the 30th June 
he was on the Arkansas. on the 2d July 

reached Bent’s Fort, and on the 3lst of 

Ju'y returned to the mouth of the Kansas 
rivor. 

Such is an outline of one of the longrs’ 

and most adventurous explorations of our 

time. ‘That part of the expedition which 

relates to the passage of the California 
mountains—the return to the Colorado, 
ind the survey of that river, must have 
peculiar interest, and will be new to the 
public mind. ‘The government deserves 
credit for the zeal with which it has pur- 
sued geugraphical discovery.

Thomas W. Dorr.—The Supreme 
Court of the United Statec refused to 
grant the motion of Dorr's counsel for o 
writ of habeas corpus, on the ground of a 
want of jurisiiction. - Mr Juétice McLean 
announced the unrnimons opinion of the 
Court on Friday, the 57th alt. From 
that opinion we extract the fuliowing pas- 
ange: 

The power given tothe U. S. Courts 
in the 14th sect.on of the Judiciary Act 
of 1789, to issue writs of scire facias, 
habeas corpus, as regards the writ 
of habeas corpus, is restricted by the pro. 
viso to cases where the prisoner is *in 
custody, under or by order of the author. 
ny of the United Sta’es, or has been com- 
mitted for trial before some court of the 
same, of is necessary to be brought into 
court to testify.’ This is eo clear from 
the language of the section, thet any iliue- 
tration of it wou'd seem tu be uaxeressary., 
The words of the proviso ure unam‘ngu- 
ous. They admit of bat one construc- 
non, and that they qualify and restrict 
the preceding provisions of tLe activa 
indisputable. Neither thisfnor aay other 
courtof the United States, or judge thereof 
can issue a habeas corpus to bring up a 
prisoner who is in custody under a sen- 
tence or exccution of a Sate court for 
any other purposh than to be used asa 
witness. Aod it is gpmaterial whether 
the imp: iss nment be vader civil or crim- 
inal process. As the law now siands, an 
individual who may be indicied in a Cir. 
cuit Court, for treason against ths United 
Stutea, is beyond the power of the Fede- 
ral Courts and fudges, if he be in cuted, 
under the apthority of a Sia’e. Dorr is 
in confinement under the senten’e of the 
Supreme Court of Rhode Island; ¢ mse 
queatly this Court has no power to issue 
i ha8eas corpus to bring him before it. 

Fish without Eyes.—Specimen of the 
curious fish whieh are fouad ia the Mam- 
moth Cave of Kentucky. are now ia the 
possession of Dr DetmolJ, of New York, 
who purposes sending them to certain 
scientific gentlemen of Paris. A letior 
from James K. Pauidiag wo De Detmold, 
gives this description of the piace where 
these singular animals dre found. 

‘The Mammoth Cave is withn a few 
miles of Greea River, in the state of 
Keatucky, 90 called from its waters being 
the color of the sea. It is the largest 
cavera io the known world, having either 
thirty of thirty-two avegues radiating 
from the area within the entrance, each 
one extedding to the cistaace of ten miles 
under the earth A man, therefore, in 
going and returoing throagh these ave-~ 
nues, would cover a distance of Upwards 
af six hundred miles.

It 1s in 
fact a litthe subterranean world, aod well 
merits the attention of sc:entific travellers 
as a'so of the admirers of the wonders of 
nature, ranking as it dows.among her 
works, with the falls of Nwgara, the riv. 
er Mississipp:, and other gigantic crea-
